months of day to day flying under 
all kinds of Arctic weather condl- 
tlons for the purpose of observing 
fog and ice conditions. 

During the early summer six Fok- 
ker seaplanas will be put through 
Severe tests and conditioned for the 
work in the North. Nearly fifty off- 
cers and men under Flight Lieuten- 
ant Lawrence will be engaged on the 
work. 

The ‘planes, along with a vast 
amount of material including all food 
and clothing, fuel and bullding ma- 
terlals, will be packed on board the 
Stanley. The expedition will be 
broken into three detachments upon 
the arrival at the straits. One depor 
with twelve oflicers and men any 
two ‘planes will be established on 
Nottingham Island, which is in’ the 
centre of the western end of the 
Straits. Another depot with Ja 
ilar establishment will operate from 
Port Burwell, on the northern tip of 
Labrador, while the 
Station will be at Lake Harbor, on 


Baffin Island, about halfway througn | 


the straits, 


Powerful wireless equipment wil! 
be taken north and {t ig expected 
that the expedition will be in a 


most daily touch with the Alr Force 
headquarters in Oltawa. 

The navigation part of the survey 
will be under the direction of the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries 
and {t is quile possible that Alex 
Johnston, deputy minister of the de- 
partment, may go north on board the 
Stanley in July. The Stanley, which 
is now being reconditioned, will not 
stay in the straits throughout the 
winter, but will return south late in 
the summer. 

Parliament at the last session ap- 
proved a vote of $800,000 for the 
survey, but unofficial estimates put 
the total cost at nearer a million dol- 
lars. It is pointed out, however, that 
at the conclusion cf the work there 
will be a substantial salvage: the 
Alr Force will have the  seaplanes 
and the Department of Marine will 
have the reconditioned Stanley, 
which has been out of use for some 
time past. 

The Air Force report will be made 
to the Government and upon the re- 
sults of its findings of ice and fog 
conditions in the strait depends 
much of the future possibilitles of 
the Hudson's Bay Ralway. At the 
other end of the Hudson's Bay route 
there will also be flying activities 
this summer. A private flying com- 


pany has been taking in men and 
equipment “from the present end of 
steel to Port Nelson and Fort 


Churchill and before the end of the 
summer Hon. Charles A. Dunning 
may look over the terminal  possi- 
bilities himself by seaplane. 

The Air Force expedition is quite 
separate from the annual trip of the 
Northwest Territories’ officials.
